Andthatthe Arreſting of the ſaid Members, or any of them; orof any other 

Member of Parliament, by any W arrant whatſoever, without a Legall proceeding 

againſt them, and without conſent of that houſe, whereof ſuch Perſon is a Member, 1s 

againſt the Liberty of the Subject, anda Breachof lagna, 5 Parliament; And the 

Perſon which ſhall Arreſt any of theſePerſons, or any other Member of the Parliament, 

is declared a publike enemy of the Common-wealth. | Cs 
Notwithſtanding all which we think fit further to declare, that weare ſo farre from 

any endeavour to protect any of our Members, that ſhall be in due manner proſecuted 

according to the Laws of the Kingdom, and the Rights and Priviledges of Parliament 

for Treaſon, or any other miſdemieanor , That none ſhall bemore ready and willing 

then weour ſelves, tobring themto their ſpeedy, and duetryall, Being ſenſible that it e- 

qually imports us, as well to ſee Juſtice done againſt them that are crimuinous, as tg de- 

fend the juſt Rightsand Liberties of the Subjects, and Parliament of England.
